Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 
Patent No. 5,885,840 to Kamentsky et al. (Kamentsky). 

Kamentsky discloses a scanning microscope (flow cytometer) that scans a 
sample 105 with a laser beam 101 from laser 1 12, the microscope comprises a spectral 
resolving unit; a wavelength splitter 1 03 that splits the fluorescent rays into rays of a 
plurality of different wavelengths; and a plurality of photomultipliers provided in the path 
of the rays; wherein the photomultipliers are disposed such that their axial centers come 
with planes to be resolved by the resolving unit (col. 6, line 35 - col. 7, line 27). 

Kamentsky is silent as to the photomultipliers being that of side-on type 
photomultipliers. However, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill in the art

to use a side-on in the present invention, since it is well known that side-on type highly 
sensitive, less expensive, and provide increased accuracy.
